L in c o l n , Neb., Juno 5.—The most 
disastrous cyclone that has visited tho 
West for years struck tbe little town of 
Bradshaw, York county, about V o’clock 
last night. 
This morning there is not 
one building left standing and hardly 
one stone upon another. 
Among tile 
ruins were lying the dead bodies of the 
storm's victims, and frightened people 
with blanched faces moved among their 
wrecked homes seeing on every hand but 
black, gauieg holes in the earth where 
but a few hours before had been 
the cozy houses of a happy people. 
Tim fury of the wind that wrought this 
terrible devastation must have been ap­ 
palling. 
The shapeless 
wreck, the 
country laid waste, the village in ruins 
and the bodies of the dead that have 
been recovered, together witli the many 
wounded and suffering, formed a pict­ 
ure full of horror and despair. 
The 
storm came from the southwest and with 
scarcely a moment’s warning. Tho roar 
of the whirlwind was the first notice 
the terrified people had. 
Every busi­ 
ness house was made a total wreck, 
and the principal street filled with ruins. 
The depot building was crushed into 
kindling wood, and every car standing 
thoro was wrecked except one that was 
loaded with stock, and which was blown 
without leaving the track to York, a 
distance of nine miles. 
The dead and 
injured were quickly found by tho 
I people, and a courier was dispatched at 
flying speed to York for assistance. By 
tho time lip* relief trains arrived from 
York, tile people had collected together 
and found tho following dead:

dren were killed 
I ii tho Immediate 
vicinity also the house cf a Russian 
family has been totally demolished and 
tho mother and one child were found 
lead iii the wreckage. 
Along tho track 
of the storm, which was half a mile in 
width, 
trees wore 
uprooted, fences 
eveied, and crops utterly destroyed 
Dead stock was found in many places, 
chowing that nothing living had any 
lance for escape from Hie fury of tho 
aments.

W ashington, Ju n e 5.—After consid­ 
ering several matters ot minor import­

Mr. Rowell of Illinois summed up the 
ease of the contestant. 
He said that 
the Committee on elections had done its 
duty faithfully and well. 
It had found 
the district honeycombed with fraud. 
An act of justice was about to be done 
in reversing the wrong perpetrated in 
tho district, where certificates of elec­ 
tion were obtained by the counters and 
not by the votes of the people. 
The first vote was taken on the 
minority resolution, declaring that T u r ­ 
pin was elected, and it was rejected— 
yeas, 114; nays, 130. 
• The majority resolution, seating Mc­ 
Duffie was agreed to—yeas. 
130: nays, 
113—and Mr. McDuffie appeared at tin* 
bar of the House and took the oath of 
(j thee. 
Mr. McKinley presented a concurrent 
resolution directing the Enrolling Clerk 
to enroll in the customs administrative 
bill what is known as Senate amend­ 
ment DI, in regard to the abandonment 
of goods to underwriters and sa;curs. 
Although there was no opposition to 
the correction being made, the Demo­ 
crats, carrying out their propramme of 
making the administrative bill a test 
measure as to the power of the Speaker 
to count a quorum, were unwilling to 
give even their tacit assent to any feat­ 
ure of the bill. 
They therefore ordered 
the yeas and nays and refrained from 
voting. 
The resolution was agreed to—yeas. 
127; nays, 5—the Speaker counting a 
quorum. 
The House then adjourned.

Capt. William Macloon was born in the 
town of Bath, Common wt aith of Maera- 
chusett*, Province cf Maine, November 
20tb, 1807, and was therefore in the 
eighty-third year of his age at the time 
of bis death.

Hope, Boldina b ay , Bahlia, Bt. Thomas 
and thence back to Boston. On hi] last 
trip on the Atlantic he lost the bark J q sd, 
on the south Bide cf Caba, from Monte­ 
go Bay bound to Fagua, to fill ap for 
Brem en—(on the c^ral reefs.) He was a 
part owner in the lost vessel. On com­ 
ing to this city he made the purchase i f 
a saw mill situated on Ruck river, and 
continued in that haziness until 1853. 
He built the bouse iu .which he died, on 
the corner of Jackson and Pleasant 
streets, fourth ward, in 1840. Toe iu 
terior of this boose has many callosities 
picked up by the deceased on his nu­ 
merous voyages. 
In 1853 he engaged in the rea 
business in this city, and bu.lt 
dwelling houses and business 
He built the brick blook at the 
of Milwaukee and Franklin street3, now 
occupied by Steam s A Baker, druggists 
and with the late O. B. Ford built the 
present postoffice ll ck. He was a prom­ 
inent stockholder of the Janesville Cot­ 
ton M anufdctuiiag C o.. and at one time 
wa? the [resident of the board of direc 
tors. H e was also engaged at various 
times in other m anufacturing enterprises 
and 
did 
what 
he 
could 
for 
the 
advancement

and prosperity cf the city. 
In 1832 be was married to Miss C aris- 
tiana Bennett. 
The rebait of this union 
was two children—William II. Harrison 
M ad oon and M hs Helen A. Maoloon, 
both of this city. 
M rs. M ad 00a died 
at ber home in this city oil DcCeaibei 
Gib, 1888. 
Although deceased was well advanced 
in year*, he was a regular attendant at the 
C ongregation^ ch u rch ,acid contributed 
liberally towards the support of that so­ 
ciety. 
His enfeebled health compelled 
him to give np businhss parfaits some 
years ago, yet he was a man cf wonderful 
vitality, and loved to be upon the streets 
and converse daily with the younger 
men of the day.
